THE TURN OF THE TIDE 
No doubt you have read the published statement of 
Jonathan Bourne, jr., that the Republican administra­ 
tion intends to wage unrelenting war on Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federation of Labor. 
Mr. Bourne was formerly a-senator from Oregon and is 
now publicity director for some national organization of 
Republicans. He has recently issued a dire and solemn 
promise of what the G. O. P. intends to do to the noted 
labor leader. 
' 
In this same connection it may be interesting to note 
a letter from C. B. Leedy of Arnett, addressed to Gover­ 
nor Allen of Kansas and published in part in*the Dallas 
News. Mr. Leedy is a prominent attorney of Ellis county 
and .has just been elected to the state senate from his 
district. He is a Republican. In his letter he compliments 
the Industrial Court Law of Kansas and informs the 
Kansas governor that the same law will be introduced 
in the Oklahoma legislature by Mr. Leedy. 
As an indication of the trend of the political wind 
the letter of the former Oregon senator and the letter of 
the future Oklahoma senator are significant straws. The 
industrial war that has been somewhat quiescent during 
the past few months threatens to be renewed presently, 
and the promised attack threatens to come from the camp 
of those opposed to organized labor. Just now the Re­ 
publican leaders can “get” Samuel Compere is not evi­ 
dent. But it easy to see how the senator from Ellis 
County hopes to smite the labor organization of Okla­ 
homa: he simply proposed to make it unlawful for labor 
to employ the strike weapon in industrial disputes. 
Regardless of the fate of the Bourne crusade and 
regardless of the fate of Leedy’s attack on labor, it is ap­ 
parent that organized iabor will not have so easy a 
time under a Republican administration as it has had 
under a Democratic administration. For seven years 
labor has had a friend in the White House. In fact, many 
believe that President Wilson has favored organized 
labor more than it deserved. But the signs of the time 
all indicate that a decided change has come in govern­ 
ment and that labor in the future may expect no favors 
ii high places. It is more than possible that in the near 
future labor disputes will be settled by Federal troops 
instead of boards of arbitration. The labor man who 
voted for Harding in order to get a change has very 
probably got a change that he was not seeking and will 
not relish.
